LIFE IN PRISON 


Times Square bomb plotter 
sentenced for failed attack

NEW YORK Expressing no remorse and pre- 
dicting the defeat of the U.S. at the hands of 
Muslim forces, Times Square bomb plotter 
Faisal Shahzad was sentenced Tuesday in fed- 
eral court in Manhattan to life in prison. 

In a five-minute speech and several exchang- 
es with U.S. District Judge Miriam Cedarbaum, 
Shahzad complained about his treatment at 
the hands of the FBI following his arrest in 
May, predicted that the financial crisis was a 
harbinger of the fall of America and said he was 
comfortable with his fate because he saw it as 
the will of God. 

“If I was given i,ooo lives, I would sacrifice 
them all for Allah,” said Shahzad, 31, wearing a 


white cap, a black prison smock and a longer 
beard and hair than the last time he was in court, 
for his g;uilty plea in June. “Decree whatever you 
decree, for you can only decree for this world.” 

“Brace yourselves, for the war with Muslims 
has just begun,” he said. “Consider me the first 
droplet of the flood that will follow” 

Shahzad, a naturalized American citizen 
from Pakistan who was living in Bridgeport, 
Conn., attempted to detonate a car bomb in 
Times Square on May i, but the bomb didn’t go 
off He was captured two days later and quickly 
confessed, telling officials his plot had been 
set in motion by the Pakistani Taliban. He has 
said he was defending Muslims and retaliating 
against American attacks on civilians. 

Shahzad told Cedarbaum that he asked for 
either his “Miranda” or “memorandums” after 
he was arrested and said the FBI “denied it for 
two weeks” and was threatening his wife and 


children. 

Shahzad was held for two weeks after his 
arrest without being brought to court. Gov- 
ernment officials have said that he voluntarily 
waived his right to a lawyer and his right to 
come to court. 

Shahzad pointed occasionally to make 
points, spoke quietly and obeyed Cedarbaum’s 
instructions. 

When Cedarbaum asked him about an 
oath of loyalty he took when he became a U.S. 
citizen last year, Shahzad brushed it off “I did 
swear, but I did not mean it,” he said. 

He blessed Osama bin Laden, comparing 
him to an ancient Muslim leader and warrior, 
Salahuddin, known to many Westerners as 
Saladin. When Cedarbaum said Salahuddin 
had been a “moderate man” who “didn’t kill,” 
Shahzad shot back, “He liberated Muslim 
lands from Christians.” 



White House getting soiar paneis

“By the end of this spring, there will 
be solar panels that convert sunlight into 
electricity and a solar hot water heater on

energy conference at George Washington

Chu did not say how many panels would 
be installed, but an environmental source 
said they would provide energy for part 
of the electricity and hot water used in 
Obama’s living quarters.

Police praised Fresno, Calif, resi- 
dents and some good Samaritans as 
heroes Tuesday, saying their efforts 
led to the safe recovery of an ab- 
ducted 8 -year-old girl and the arrest 
of the man accused of snatching her. 

Elisa Cardenas was recovered 
Tuesday hours after authorities said 
she was forced into a pickup truck 
at a Fresno apartment complex by a 
man who had approached a group of 
children who were playing. 

Elisa was taken to a hospital for 
an examination, police Chief Jerry 
Dyer told reporters, saying the girl 
was frightened and traumatized but 
in good condition. 

Watching the girl and her mother 
reunite, he said, was “the highlight of 
my career.” 

Police identified the suspect 
as Gregorio Gonzalez, 24, of Fresno. 

About 7 a.m. PDT, a person de- 
scribed by Dyer as a good Samaritan 
told police he was driving when he 
saw a truck similar to a description 
of the suspect’s vehicle given by 
authorities. The person, who had 
watched the news and was familiar 
with the case, began to follow the 
truck. Dyer said. 

The driver said he initially saw 
only a man in the truck and no one 
else, but within a few minutes saw a 
child stick her head up. 

“He realized right then and there 
he had the suspect vehicle,” Dyer 
said. 

The man pulled in front of the 
truck and cut it off, and Elisa “took 
the moment of opportunity opened 
up the passenger door, and jumped 
out and ran,” he said. A second good 
Samaritan stayed with the girl. Dyer 
said. 

The driver pursued the pickup 
truck and was able to obtain a par- 
tial license plate number, which he 
gave to dispatchers, the chief said. 
The truck was located and the sus- 
pect was taken into custody without 
incident.

WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW ABOUT 
THE RACE FOR CHICAGO’S TOP JOB

The/ve been alive almost as long as 
he’s been mayor. 

Many Millennials and recent trans- 
plants know of only one Chicago may- 
or: Richard M. Daley Now, as his ten- 
ure ends, they and others are tasked 
with picking the new leader. 

Daley’s 22-year tenure ending in 
2011 has earned him a place in history 
books for surpassing that of his father, 
Richard J. Daley A Daley has been 
mayor for 42 of the past 55 years. 

“The name Daley has almost be- 
come synonymous with the title {of} 
mayor,” said Dick Simpson, a political 
science professor at UIC and a former 
alderman. The major exception, he 
said, was Harold Washington, Chi- 
cago’s first black mayor, who died in 
office in 1987. 

Daley’s announcement last month 
that he would not seek re-election 
surprised many, especially those who 
believed another term was a foregone 
conclusion in spite of less-than-stellar 
recent poll numbers. 

Now, it’s time for people living in 
the city to tune in, especially those 
who will be voting in their first may- 
oral election. As more names— in- 
cluding former White House Chief 
of Staff Rahm Emanuel— get tossed 
in the ring, buzz around the race will 
only heat up. 

Issues that experts say will be de- 
cided by the new leader of Chicago— 
from crime and transportation to the 
environment, cash flow and the city’s 
image worldwide — wiU be top of mind 
for years to come. 

“This is a turning point in Chicago 
history Another Daley isn’t going to 
be elected to replace him and there-

fore what will happen is important for 
decades,” Simpson said. 

While Daley has made sure the 
garbage gets picked up and snow is 
cleared from streets, the city has been 
marred by corruption, scandals and 
insider deals. 

Chicago’s next mayor will no doubt 
inherit a set of challenging issues fac- 
ing the city and its residents. 

“Daley is leaving a lot of problems 
for the next mayor and they’re go- 
ing to be extraordinarily challenging. 
But he’s also leaving a strong, vibrant, 
world class city that is in many ways 
much better than the one he inherited 
21 years ago,” said Andy Shaw, former 
reporter and executive director of the 
nonpartisan Better Government As- 
sociation. “But it’s still too corrupt, has 
too much violence, too many gangs.” 

How do candidates plan to deal 
with the issues that affect voters’ daily 
lives? Will they fix what didn’t work 
and improve upon the things Daley 
did well, such as developing partner- 
ships with the business community? 
These are things voters should con- 
sider, Shaw said. 

“Who is going to take on the gangs; 
who is going to take on wasteful pa- 
tronage; who is going to make sure 
taxes are fair and reasonable?” he 
asked. lvivanco@tribune.coivi

DALEY EFFECT: Daley worked 
to renovate aging CTA train sta- 
tions, put eco-friendly buses on 
streets and build the Orange 
Line, but work remains. 

Possible future CTA projects 
include extending train lines and 
providing an express train be- 
tween downtown and O’ Ha re. 

Despite Daley’s abrupt clo- 
sure of the small Meigs Field 
airport, he put forth a plan to 
expand O’ Hare. The O’ Hare 
Modernization Program is 
aimed at reducing flight delays 
and adding flights by extending 
runways and building new run- 
ways and a new terminal. The 
project is scheduled for comple- 
tion in 2014. 

While the privatization of 
Midway stalled, Daley has 
turned to leasing the Chicago 
Skyway Toll Bridge and parking 
meters for an infusion of cash to 
fix budgets. It was the hurried 
parking meter lease that most 
angered residents. Meter rates 
increased and some meters 
didn’t even work. 

TO DO: The next mayor will 
have to pick up where Daley 
left off on the O’ Ha re proj- 
ect. Potential CTA expansion 
and projects also could come 
into play under Chicago’s next 
leader. The parking meter de- 
bacle has left a bad taste in 
Chicagoans’ mouths when it 
comes to leasing the city’s as- 
sets, and the next mayor will 
confront those concerns should 
they arise again.

ENVIRONMENT 


DALEY EFFECT: Before Daley be- 
came mayor, there was no city 
department of environment and 
abandoned industrial sites stood va- 
cant, said Henry Henderson, Midwest 
program director for the Natural 
Resources Defense Council, an envi- 
ronmental action group. Under Daley, 
rooftop gardens exploded, contami- 
nated sites were cleaned and aban- 
doned properties were redeveloped 
into thriving businesses. 

TO DO: The next mayor will have to 
decide whether to expand the residential recycling program. 
He or she also needs to provide leadership on pushing for the 
closure of the two polluting coal power plants in Little Village 
and Pilsen and advocating for greater cleanup of the Chicago 
River, said Henderson, who was the city’s first Environment 
Commissioner from 1992-98. Other issues are the continued 
investment In public transit and sewer infrastructure and the 
need to find green solutions to prevent basement flooding.

DALEY EFFECT: Before Daley took 
office, Chicago was rusting.

Now Chicago is known as a 
beautiful, lively global city, he said, 
thanks in part to Millennium Park, 
flowerbed medians and a vibrant 
arts scene, among other reasons. 

The election of President Obama 
brought further attention to the 
city, as did the unsuccessful bid to 
host the 2016 Olympics. 

TO DO: One problem is that not all parts of Chicago are 
sharing in its prosperity and wealth, Longworth said. There 
still are high-crime areas. Jobs need to be created and 
schools need to Improve. The task now is to expand the 
economic vitality found in some neighborhoods to the rest 
of the city, said Longworth, also a former Tribune reporter. 





BUDGET 


DALEY EFFECT: In a city 
of 2.8 million people, the es- 
timated budget for 2011 
is $6.3 billion. 

What makes this budget 
stand out from past ones 
is the gaping $655 million 
hole-the largest deficit in 
recent city history. It is a 
budget that Daley and the 
City Council will have to 
balance and his successor 
will inherit. 

“Not just the next mayor, 
but the current mayor has 
an enormous financial chal- 
lenge ahead of him,” said 
Laurence Msall, president 
of the Civic Federation, a 
non-partisan government 
research organization. 

TO DO: As operating ex- 
penses rise, the task before 
the next mayor will be to 
keep the city out of the 
red. Among the fiscal chal- 
lenges: city pensions, in 
particular for police and fire 
departments, are in danger 
of running out of money 
in the next 10 years, Msall 
said.

Anita Alvarez said in detailing the charges 
against Oglesby “We have not been able 
to prove that any work was performed on 
those contracts.” 

Alvarez would not comment on whether 
Stroger is a target of the probe. Stroger, who 
has not been charged with any wrongdoing, 
said he would cooperate with prosecutors. 


“We’re going to work with the state’s 
attorney and they’re going to do their 
investigation, and we’ll let justice take 
its course,” he said after a County Board 
meeting. 

Oglesby was to be held overnight at 
Cook County Jail— under protective 
custody at her own request— after Cir- 
cuit Judge Adam Bourgeois Jr. set bail at 
$250,000 and relatives were unable to post 
bond by an afternoon deadline. 

Oglesby, 41, resigned her $i20,ooo-a- 
year post Tuesday, a day after she was 
arrested leaving work and walked past 
TV cameramen outside a police lockup. 
Oglesby was hired by Stroger after acting 
as campaign spokeswoman during his Feb- 
ruary loss in the Democratic primary

While she and the others were driving, 
stunt vehicles were being towed by flat- 
bed trucks in the opposite lanes at about 
50 mph, the suit states. 

The stunt called for two of the towed 
vehicles to rise in the air and then flip “by 
use of a pulling cable with the idea being 
to cause violent rolls of the cars involved,” 
her lawyers said. 

But the welding on a bracket attached 
to a flatbed truck failed, said Smith, who 
showed reporters what appears to be 
an amateur video shot by an extra of the 
filming of the Sept, i stunt. Smith said the 
same stunt was attempted a day earlier but 
failed. 

Paramount Pictures released a state- 
ment after the suit was filed saying it was 
“terribly sorry that this accident occurred. 
Our thoughts, prayers and best wishes are 
with Gabriela, her family and loved ones. 
The production will continue to provide 
all the help we can to Gabriela and her 
family during this difficult time.”

A former University of Illinois at Chicago professor has filed a defa- 
mation and invasion of privacy lawsuit against the student newspa- 
per and its former news editor. 

Rodrigo Carraminana, former director of the university’s Latino 
Cultural Center and a nontenured math professor, claims there were 
numerous problems with a May 3 front-page Chicago Flame article 
about an internal university audit of the center. The story said it was 
based on “portions of the audit report” obtained by the newspaper. 

According to the lawsuit, the Flame story said Carraminana made 
nearly $29,000 in unexplained and questionable expenditures dur- 
ing 2008 and part of 2009, the years covered by the audit. 

The audit is not publicly available, and the Tribune has not re- 
viewed it. Carraminana has not been charged with any crimes, cam- 
pus spokesman Mark Rosati said. 

The lawsuit— against UIC graduate Gregory Royal Pratt, who 
wrote the article and was identified as the paper’s news editor, 
and Malone Communications Inc., publisher of the weekly news- 
paper— was filed Friday in Cook County Circuit Court and seeks 
damages in excess of $50,000. 

The lawsuit cites the article, including a section in which it re- 
ported that Carraminana charged personal cell phone calls to the 
university and got reimbursed for travel to Chile by both the center 
and the math department. 

The suit calls the allegations “false and defamatory” and says 
they were published “with actual malice” because Pratt and Malone 
knew the statements were false or “acted with a reckless disregard 
of the truth.” 


Chicago couple won’t 
testify in terror inquiry

A Chicago couple whose home was searched two weeks ago by FBI 
agents said Tuesday they will refuse to testify before a federal grand 
jury believed to be investigating possible links between U.S. anti- 
war groups and foreign terrorist organizations. 

Stephanie Weiner and her husband, Joe losbaker, spoke to more 
than 50 demonstrators outside the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse, 
where the couple had originally been summoned to testify before a 
grand jury They had received subpoenas Sept. 24 when FBI agents 
searched their Logan Square home for hours and removed boxes of 
documents. 

The couple said their grand jury appearance had been postponed 
by federal investigators after they responded to their subpoena 
with a letter saying they would assert their Fifth Amendment right 
against self-incrimination. 

“We believe we have been targeted because of what we believe, 
what we say and who we know,” Weiner said to the crowd, many of 
whom held signs printed with slogans such as “Peace is Patriotic” 
and “Stop FBI repression.” 

The couple and feUow a Chicagoan, Palestinian activist Hatem 
Abudayyeh, were among more than a dozen people in Chicago and 
Minnesota who had their homes searched or were served subpoe- 
nas by the FBI.

Suicide resonates 
on campuses

Juan Gonzalez remembers the first time he heard some- 
one caU him a gay slur on his dorm floor. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said the 20 -year-old from Chi- 
cago, who transferred this fall to Northeastern Univer- 
sity, where he says the atmosphere is more accepting. 
“It so affected me. ... I thought, ‘This is college. This 
shouldn’t be happening.’ ” 

For many gays and lesbians, there’s no question that 
college is infinitely more welcoming than the hallways, 
cafeterias and locker rooms of middle and high school. 
But despite more visibility finding acceptance continues 
to be a challenge on many campuses, experts say 

The suicide of Rutgers University student Tyler Cle- 
ment! last week after his roommate secretly recorded 
and posted online dementi’s sexual encounter with an- 
other man has raised concerns over whether colleges are 
the open, tolerant environments for gay students they 
purport to be. Two Rutgers freshmen have been charged 
with invasion of privacy 

The connection between bullying and suicide is well- 
documented. Of all American teens who die by their 


own hand, 30 percent are homosexual, according to a 
study from Penn State University But little was known 
about experiences on college campuses. 

Then last month— preceding dementi’s death— 
Campus Pride released a report that surveyed 6,000 stu- 
dents and others at colleges across the U.S. The report 
found LGBT students experience “significantly greater” 
discrimination than their straight peers and were more 
likely to seriously consider leaving school because of ho- 
mophobia. 

The group also has a campus climate index on its web- 
site, which rates 250 colleges based on a self-assessment. 
The criteria include such items as having full- or part- 
time staff devoted to LGBT issues and whether sexual 
orientation is included in the university’s non-discrimi- 
nation policy Rutgers, for example, rated four out of five 
stars. 

Among Illinois schools, the University of Illinois at 
Chicago earned the highest rating with 4.5 stars; South- 
ern Illinois, Northern Illinois and Northwestern uni- 
versities earned four stars each. Because participation is 
voluntary, not all colleges are represented.

Frito-Lay’s move to launch eco-friendly 
bags for its SunChips snacks has been 
crushed by consumer outcry over the noise 
they make. 

Just 1 8 months after introduc- 
ing its first biodegradable bags, 
the manufacturer is pulling 
them from shelves after com- 
plaints that the bags are just too 
loud. One exception: The Origi- 
nal flavor SunChips still will be 
available in the green packaging 
for snackers undeterred by their 
high-decibel nature. 

The remaining five flavors of SunChips 
will transition back to the old packaging as 
the company works on developing a new 
generation of environmentally friendly— 
and quieter— bags. 

“We recognize the noise was an issue and 
we think we can work on it and improve it,” 
Frito-Lay spokeswoman Aurora Gonzalez 
told CNN. 


Frito-Lay which manufactures 30 mil- 
lion bags of SunChips a week, is keeping 
its original flavor in the Earth-friendly bag 
“to demonstrate the company’s 
commitment to the idea of 
making their snack more sus- 
tainable,” Gonzalez said. 

It took the snack giant four 
years to develop and launch 
the compostable bags, which 
the company says on its web- 
site, “sound a bit different than 
our other bags.” But Gonzalez 
said the company hopes the 
second generation will come together fast- 
er, although she cautions that “innovation 
can be slow sometimes.” 

She added that overall Frito-Lay has re- 
ceived more positive customer feedback 
about the initiative than complaints about 
the noisiness of the bags. 

The company expects the bags will be 
phased out nationwide by mid-October. 




NEW YORK Two men have been 
charged with a hate crime after an 
attack on a gay man in the bathroom of 
a historic gay bar in downtown Manhat- 
tan early Sunday morning, according to 
Erin Duggan of the New York district 
attorney’s office.

The other defendant, Chris- 
topher Orlando, 17, stood in front of the 
exit preventing the victim from leaving, 
the district attorney’s office said.

We can see it— maybe even feel it in our teeth— when the Bears’ 
Jay Cutler goes down with a concussion after being sacked nine 
times or a high school player is pulled from a game after a vi- 
cious shot to the head. 

But a new study of an Indiana high school football team 
hints that some athletes are suffering brain injuries that go 
undiagnosed, allowing the players to continue getting battered, 
unaware of the possible cognitive damage that has been done. 

Of 21 high school players monitored for a full season by re- 
searchers from Purdue University, four players who never were 
diagnosed with concussions were found to have suffered brain 
impairment that was at least as bad as that of other players who 
had been deemed concussed and removed from play 

“The/re not exhibiting any outward sign and they’re continuing to 
play” said Thomas Talavage, an associate professor at the Weldon School 
of Biomedical Engineering at Purdue and the lead researcher on the study 
“The cognitive impairment that we observed with them is actually worse 
than the one observed with the concussed players.” 

The report, published in the latest edition of the Journal of Neurotrau- 
ma, found that some players received more than i, 8 oo hits to the head 
during practices and games, some with a force 20 times greater than what 
a person would feel while riding a roller coaster. 

The potential long-term impact of jaw-dropping collisions in sports 
has become a hot-button issue this NFL season. In the first week alone, 
four players sustained concussions, including starting quarterbacks Kevin 
Kolb of the Philadelphia Eagles and Matt Moore of the Carolina Pan- 
thers. The Bears’ Cutler suffered a concussion Sunday night against the 
New York Giants, and it remains uncertain whether he’ll be cleared to 
play this weekend.

But the Pxirdue study shines a light on 
injuries more insidious than full-blown 
concussions, ones that don’t always re- 
sult in outward symptoms yet could add 
up to cause serious long-term cognitive 
problems. 

Hunt Batjer, chairman of the de- 
partment of neurological surgery at 
the Northwestern University Feinberg 
School of Medicine and co-chairman of 
the NFEs Head, Neck and Spine Com- 
mittee, said the Purdue study is timely, as 
many researchers now are debating what 
is more damaging: the intensity of an in- 
dividual hit or the cumulative impact of 
repeated collisions. 

“This is part of what we’re trying to 
do at the professional level, to determine 
at what level does further trauma to the 
head result in potential neurological 
damage,” Batjer said. “There could be 
changes that may not affect the player 
now but might affect them lo or 20 years 
later.” 

He noted an autopsy on Cincinnati 
Bengals receiver Chris Henry, who died 
in a domestic dispute last year, found 
that he suffered from chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy, or CTE, a brain disease 
caused by repeated brain trauma. But 
the receiver reportedly had not suffered 
concussions in his collegiate or profes- 
sional career, indicating the head inju- 
ries— such as those found in the Purdue 
study— didn’t rise to the level of a clinical 
diagnosis. 

Talavage and his team conducted their 
research by placing monitoring equip- 
ment inside the helmets of players at 
Lafayette Jefferson High School in La- 
fayette, Ind. 


Foxxr of the 21 players were diagnosed 
with concussions during the season. But 
what surprised the researchers was that 
four players who showed no symptoms of 
concussion had significant performance 
drops on routine cognitive tests. Brain 
imaging tests also showed decreased ac- 
tivity in the parts of the players’ brains 
associated with working memory 

“We were not expecting to find them, 
they just kind of popped up,” Talavage 
said. “When you talk to players in this 
group, there’s no outward sign.” 

One of the 21 players monitored was 
Joel Ripke, 17, an offensive lineman. He 
absorbed about 1,800 hits to the head 
last season. 

“A little bit of head contact can help 
[while blocking] because the helmets are 
pretty hard compared to your hands,” 
said Ripke, a senior. “There are a lot of 
guys who complain because I kind of 
lead with my head a bit too much.” 

Ripke said he was happy to be part of 
the research and not at all afraid to con- 
tinue playing. 

“It’s kind of good that people are pay- 
ing attention to high school players and 
how the hits affect their brains,” he said. 
“... It’s in the back of my mind, but I just 
play. I love it.” 

That zeal for the game can make the 
issue of brain injury difficult for coaches 
to address. 

“It’s a tough slope because you could 
end up scaring kids away from even play- 
ing football, and you see that a lot,” said 
Michael Holmes, the football coach at 
Leo High School in Chicago. “We make 
our kids conscious of it, but we don’t try 
to scare them.”

Anderson exits, but 
Brown won’t gioat 


Alex Brown was in a New Or- 
leans movie theater Tuesday 
when his cell phone wouldn’t 
stop vibrating. 

Former teammates were blow- 
ing up his number and after a few 
minutes he quietly slipped out 
to learn the Bears had released 
defensive end Mark Anderson, 
the player they twice picked to 
replace Brown. After the movie 
ended, Brown was asked what he 
thought about the surprising de- 
velopment. 

“Have you seen ‘Social Net- 
work?’ ” he said. “It’s pretty good.” 

As he did in April after the 
Bears released him. Brown de- 
clined to burn bridges. The irony, 
of course, is that the Bears cut 
Brown because they believed An- 
derson would be a better option 
opposite Julius Peppers. They 
also figured they could save mon- 
ey with Brown due $5 million this 
season. 

Now they will piece things 
together with Israel Idonije and 
Charles Grant, the former Saint 
and UFL castoff the Omaha 
Nighthawks released Monday 
General Manager Jerry Angelo 
said last week the team is putting 
renewed teeth into accountabil- 
ity They were more like fangs for 
Anderson. 

It’s not the first time the Bears 
have admitted failure in trying to 
replace Brown with Anderson. 

Brown was sent to the bench for Anderson in 2007. The 
move flopped so much that Brown was given a contract 
extension after the season. 

Anderson hasn’t performed well since he was a situ- 
ational pass rusher who had 12 sacks under coordina- 
tor Ron Rivera and line coach Don Johnson in 2006. 
Coach Lovie Smith pushed Johnson to play Anderson 
more and ordered Dusty Dvoracek, who was on injured 
reserve, to keep a chart on the sideline during games. 


Smith wanted Anderson on the field more but the more 
he played, the less effectiveness he showed. 

Brown did say he watches the Bears every chance he 
gets. “[Brian] Urlacher is having an amazing season. Af- 
ter every game I text him and say ‘Great job,’ ” Brown 
said. “I actually thought they played damn well this last 
game. The Giants were able to run the ball a little more 
than ’Lach and them would like, but they didn’t get 
much help either.” 


Randy Moss 
going back 
to Vikings? 

Randy Moss started his NFL career 
in Minnesota. Could he also be end- 
ing it with Vikings? 

Foxsports.com reported Tuesday 
that the Vikings are close to acquir- 
ing the seven-time Pro Bowl wide 
receiver from the New England Pa- 
triots. The report said the teams are 
in serious trade talks and are “very 
close to a deal” so Moss could head 
back to the club that drafted him in 
the first round in 1998. 

Sources from the Patriots told 
foxsports.com that the trade is con- 
tingent upon Moss working out a 
contract with the Vikings. 

During Monday night’s 41-14 
New England win at Miami, Moss 
was held without a reception for the 
first time since 2006.

“You want to be appreciated and 
me personally, I don’t think I’m be- 
ing appreciated,” Moss said during 
the Sept. 12 postgame news confer-

Del Rey recovers from a robbery 
to deliver a timeless, instrumental 
near-epic— even if their kids don’t like it 


Del Rey guitarist Eben English readily acknowledges that recording 
new material can be a long, drawn-out process for the band. “We’re 
somewhere between an iceberg and a sand dune here in terms of our 
pace,” the 35-year-old Logan Square resident says. “Things gestate 
for a long time before they get worked into song form.” 

The quintet actually started work on its fourth album, “Immemo- 
rial,” as far back as 2005, hashing out the moody, instrumental song 
structures during weekly rehearsals at their Humboldt Park practice 
space — a space they abandoned after several guitars were stolen in an 
October 2009 robbery Judging by the results, it was time well spent. 
The near-epic album seems to generate its own weather system as it 
swings between shorter, atmospheric passages such as “Innumeracy” 
a two-minute breather as weightless and haunting as a passing ap- 
parition, and swirling monsters such as “Return of the Son of Log 
Rider,” a densely-layered, ii-minute-plus storm surge of mechanical 
percussion and burnished guitar. 


How far into the recording were you when 
the robbery happened? 

We had finished the basic tracks and were 
doing overdubs, adding layers and just flesh- 
ing everything out. 

Was there ever a point where it was like, “Do 
we even want to replace this gear and keep 
going?” 

Certainly that might have been the initial 
reaction for a split second or something, but 
there was never any discussion like, “Maybe 
this is a sign from the music gods that we 
were not meant to make this record.” It was 
always just a speed bump. 

You’ve been a band for 13 years now. That’s

Village People + Latino 
comedy group Salsation 
= a gay ofd time

“It’s tricky with a sketch show,” says 
Hugo Rosado, a writer and director of 
Salsation Theatre Company “ 15 )u want 
people to think, but you don’t want to 
alienate.” Rosado, a 33-year-old native 
Chicagoan, joined the 12-year-old His- 
panic-themed comedy troupe in 2003, 
writing for and appearing in produc- 
tions such as “My Big Fat Quinceanera” 
and “The Devil Wears Chanklas.”The 
group’s latest show, “It Takes a Village, 
People!” explores gay life through a 
Latino lens. We called him up to find 
out more. 


How do your own experiences as a gay 
Latino influence the show? 

It’s like being a double minority. [Laughs.] 
Being gay is kind of a pressure cooker- 
when you’re first coming out, you need 
to find out who you are and where you fit 
in. At the same time, I was doing that as a 
Latino by writing sketches for Salsation. You 
have that constant struggle: “What is my 
identity within those two groups and how 
do they work together? And how do I get 
my voice heard?’’ I want people in the gay 
community to see this [show], and I want 
[hetero] people to see it-they don’t have 
to put their masculinity in a jar and set it 
against the wall to collect after the show. 
[Laughs.] 

What can audiences expect? 

There definitely will be some unattract- 
ive men in wigs passing off as ladies, but 
there’s also [humorous takes on] heavier 
issues, like the guy that doesn’t want to be 
outed at the office. And aging-the stigma 
attached to not being the young, cute, 
hip guy going to the young, cute, hip bar. 
There’s a sketch that deals with germs- 
when you’re gay, how do you approach 
having intimate relationships? As a young 
person, I was probably the most paranoid. 


“l-will-have-every-disease-in-the-book-if- 
I’m-not-careful-or-abstinent-or-use-Lysol’’ 
person that a very religious Puerto Rican 
household could produce. [Laughs.] 

Fair to say that there’s social 
consciousness mixed into the humor? 

We’re not here to advocate, but we’re also 
not here to hide from these issues. One 
[sketch] that I’m particularly proud of is 
about the redefinition of the family and who 
plays what role, especially now with people 
trying to define the parameters of marriage. 
But it’s a sketch show, so it will be funny. And 
there’s a little Latino spice thrown in here 
and there for good measure. 

It’s National Hispanic Heritage Month— 
what do you like to celebrate about that? 

The loud colorful ness-there’s a lot to be 
mined from it as far as comedy goes. 

What’s your biggest comedy inspiration? 

My mom’s stories and the way that she 
told them-always really animated-gave 
me the strongest foundation to be a co- 
medic actor. And there are a lot of stories 
from both my mother’s and father’s sides to 
work from. 


That’s the backbone of any village— the 
stories. 

I couldn’t agree more. One thing that con- 
cerns me is how fast technology is advanc- 
ing and the way that people communicate. 
There’s text messaging and Facebook status 
updates but not a lot of face-to-face interac- 
tion. When I was growing up, we would get 
together and tell stories and crack jokes and 
maybe do a funny variety radio hour just for 
the heck of it. But I don’t really see that in 
today’s generation. Not that all kids are like 
that, but it’s concerning on two levels: Will 
people get too disconnected from the art 
of storytelling-the oral tradition? And will 
people-especially growing up in the U.S.- 
get too disconnected from their roots?

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NOTICE OF PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT THAT WILL BE SUBMITTED TO THE VOTERS NOVEMBER 2, 2010 

To the Electors of the State of Illinois: 

The purpose of a state constitution is to establish a structure for government and laws. The Illinois Constitution provides citizens with rights and protections; creates the executive, judicial, and legislative branches of 
government; clarifies the powers given to local governments; limits the taxing power of the State; and imposes certain restrictions on the use of taxpayer dollars. There are three ways to initiate change to the Illinois 
Constitution: (1) a constitutional convention may propose changes to any part; (2) the General Assembly may propose changes to any part; or (3) the people of the State by referendum may propose changes to the 
Legislative Article. Regardless of the method of initiating change, the people of Illinois must approve any changes to the Constitution before they become effective. 

The proposed amendment, which takes effect upon approval by the voters, adds Section 7 to the Suffrage and Elections Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would provide the State’s electors with an 
option to petition for a special election to recall a Governor and for the election of a successor Governor. At the general election to be held on November 2, 2010, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed 
amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE III — SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS 

Section 7 — Initiative to Recall Governor 

(a) The recall of the Governor may be proposed by a petition signed by a number of electors equal in number to at least 15% of the total votes cast for Governor in the preceding gubernatorial election, with at least 100 
signatures from each of at least 25 separate counties. A petition shall have been signed by the petitioning electors not more than 150 days after an affidavit has been filed with the State Board of Elections providing 
notice of intent to circulate a petition to recall the Governor. The affidavit may be filed no sooner than 6 months after the beginning of the Governor’s term of office. The affidavit shall have been signed by the 
proponent of the recall petition, at least 20 members of the House of Representatives, and at least 10 members of the Senate, with no more than half of the signatures of members of each chamber from the same 
established political party. 

(b) The form of the petition, circulation, and procedure for determining the validity and sufficiency of a petition shall be as provided by law. If the petition is valid and sufficient, the State Board of Elections shall certify 
the petition not more than 100 days after the date the petition was filed, and the question “Shall (name) be recalled from the office of Governor?” must be submitted to the electors at a special election called by the 
State Board of Elections, to occur not more than 100 days after certification of the petition. A recall petition certified by the State Board of Elections may not be withdrawn and another recall petition may not be 
initiated against the Governor during the remainder of the current term of office. Any recall petition or recall election pending on the date of the next general election at which a candidate for Governor is elected is 
moot. 

(c) If a petition to recall the Governor has been filed with the State Board of Elections, a person eligible to serve as Governor may propose his or her candidacy by a petition signed by a number of electors equal in 
number to the requirement for petitions for an established party candidate for the office of Governor, signed by petitioning electors not more than 50 days after a recall petition has been filed with the State Board of 
Elections. The form of a successor election petition, circulation, and procedure for determining the validity and sufficiency of a petition shall be as provided by law. If the successor election petition is valid and 
sufficient, the State Board of Elections shall certify the petition not more than 100 days after the date the petition to recall the Governor was filed. Names of candidates for nomination to serve as the candidate of an 
established political party must be submitted to the electors at a special primary election, if necessary, called by the State Board of Elections to be held at the same time as the special election on the question of recall 
established under subsection (b). Names of candidates for the successor election must be submitted to the electors at a special successor election called by the State Board of Elections, to occur not more than 60 days 
after the date of the special primary election or on a date established by law. 

(d) The Governor is immediately removed upon certification of the recall election results if a majority of the electors voting on the question vote to recall the Governor. If the Governor is removed, then (i) an Acting 
Governor determined under subsection (a) of Section 6 of Article V shall serve until the Governor elected at the special successor election is qualified and (ii) the candidate who receives the highest number of votes 
in the special successor election is elected Governor for the balance of the term. 

EXPLANATION 

The Illinois Constitution provides the General Assembly with exclusive authority to remove a Governor through the impeachment process. The Illinois Constitution also provides that the order of succession to the office 
of Governor shall be the Lieutenant Governor, the elected Attorney General, the elected Secretary of State, and then as provided by law. The proposed amendment would provide the State’s electors with the ability to 
initiate a special election to recall a Governor and elect a new Governor. 

To begin the recall process, an elector must file an affidavit of intent to circulate petitions to recall a Governor no sooner than 6 months after the beginning of the Governor’s term of office. The affidavit must include 
signatures of the proponent of the recall petition, at least 20 members of the House of Representatives, and at least 10 members of the Senate, with no more than half of the signatures in each chamber from the same 
political party. After filing the affidavit with the State Board of Elections, the proponent has 150 days to circulate a petition. The petition must include signatures equal to 15% of the total votes cast for Governor in the 
preceding gubernatorial election, with at least 100 signatures from a minimum of 25 counties. Within 100 days, the State Board of Elections must certify or reject the petition, and if the Board certifies the petition, a special 
election must be held within 100 days after the certification. The special election ballot shall include the question, “Shall (name) be removed from the office of Governor?”. The Governor is immediately removed if a 
majority of the electors voting on the question vote to recall the Governor. 

Persons seeking to be elected to serve as the successor Governor may circulate nomination petitions. A petition must be signed by 5,000 electors. If multiple candidates of the same party file petitions, a special primary 
election will occur on the same day as the recall election. 

If a Governor is recalled, a special election to elect the successor Governor must take place within 60 days. An Acting Governor, as determined by the order of succession, shall assume the duties of the Governor until the 
electors choose a new Governor. The special election ballot will include the names of the candidates nominated at the special primary election, as well as any independent or new party candidates, on a special election 
ballot. The candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be elected Governor for the balance of the term. 

Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to provide for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor should vote “YES” on the question. Three-fifths 
of those voting on the question, or a majority of those voting in the election, must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective. Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to provide 
for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor should vote “NO” on the question.

FORM OF BALLOT 

Proposed Amendment to the 1970 Illinois Constitution 

Explanation of Amendment 

The proposed amendment, which takes effect upon approval by the voters, adds a new section to the Suffrage and Elections Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would provide the State’s electors with an 
option to petition for a special election to recall a Governor and for the special election of a successor Governor. At the general election to be held on November 2, 2010, you will be called upon to decide whether the 
proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

If you believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to provide for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor, you should vote “YES” on the question. If you 
believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to provide for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor, you should vote “NO” on the question. Three-fifths of 
those voting on the question or a majority of those voting in the election must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective.
